NEW DUTIES IN EFFECT. 

They Became Law at Midnight on Frida 
Large Shipments Caught. 

Washington', July 2G.— A circular 
sued to-day from the treasury depart- 
ment to collectors and other officers of 
the customs states that all merchandise 
received at the customs house on and 
after July 24 will be subject to the pro- 
visions ol the new act. 

BuEFALO, July 26.— The steamer 
United Lumbermen and consorts ar- 
rived from Georgian Bay with 1,500,000 
feet of lumber yesterday afternoon after 
the quickest trip on record, but too late 
to avoid the new duty. 

Thirty cars o' cattle from Canada this 
afternoon were also caught iu the new 
duties, and quantities of eggs, butter, 
hay, shingles and fish have had to pay 
the increased import, under the ruling 
that the bill became law at midnight 
Friday. Tlie new tariff bill affects im- 
ports at this port, which are fully 80 per 
cent. Canadian.

TROOPS FOR ALASKA. 

United States Government Urged to Estab- 
lish a Post There. 

Washington, July 20.— The Secretary 
of War is considering a proposition that 
has been made to him to establish a 
military post in Alaska. At present the 
government has no troops in that vast 
territory, and in view of the heavy ini- 
migation now goine on and the possible 
danger to life and property from lawless 
characters, he has been urged to create 
an Alaskan military post. 

CULTIVATING FRENCH TRADE. 

Premier Laurier Suggests an Enlargement 
of the Existing Treaty. 

MoNTUKAL, July 20.— The Star's Lon- 
don cable says — A Paris dispatch says 
that in an interview with the Figaro 
Right Hon. Sir W. Laurier reiterated 
his previous statements as to the rea- 
sons Canadians bad for being attached 
to Great Britain. He defclared that his 
government, however, would do all in its 
power to develop commercial relations 
with France, wliicli are now not so very 
active. To attain the desired result it 
would be necessary to enlarge the ex- 
isting Canadian-i'rench treaty. The 
number of articles in this convention is 
not fiuHicient for France nor for Canada. 

The Figaro, referring to Sir Wilfrid's 
visit, says it should not pass unnoticed, 
and should serve as a lesson to those of 
the colonizing order that the mistakes of 
the past must not be repeated. 

A Hundred Thousand More. 

San Francisco, July 24.— Another 
party of successful Xlondyke miners, the 
richness of wbose finds rival any yet re- 
ported, have arrived here. The party 
consists of William Stalley, F. Pbiscat- 
tor, and 0. Worden, all of whom left 
Seattle for the mines less than a year 
ago. From claims on Eldorado creek 
they took out over ifl00,000 worth of 
irold in 90 days, and had only just begun 
their work. They intend returning in 
-Maich. 

To Feed Gold Hunters. 

Washlsuton, July 24.— Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson believes that Con- 
gress at its next session, will authorize 

the establishment of an agricultural ex- 
perimental station in .Alaska. He said 
to-day he had no doubt tliiit the pcojile 
of those parts will bo able to produce 
their own vegetables, and to some ex- 
tent the cereals which they need. 

Garment Workers' Strike. 
Nkw York, July 20.— Two thousand 
three hundred garment workers went 
out on strike to-day. One hundred and 
twenty-five shops in this city and Brook- 
lyn afl'ected.

Oi'TAWA, July 2).— (Delayed in traus- 
mission) — While the government are ex- 
tremely reticent as to the latest advicea 
from Surveyor Ogilvie and Inspector 
Constantine, the fact has leaked out 
that those officers have assured their de- 
partmcuts th.it scores of miners are de- 
serting Klondyke for a richer district 
further east, believed to bo the Stewart 
river, where it is said still more wonder- 
ful deposits have been discovered this 
spring. 9 
The government has received a dis- 
patch from the Colonial Office acknowl- 
edging the Imperial government's in- 
debtedness to Canada for the excellence 
of her military display at the Jubilee, 
Mr. Chamberlain says in part: ' ' 

" Her Majesty's government feel that 
they are justified in hoping that tlie ef- 
fect of this exceptional military gather- 
ing will bo permanent, and that Imper- 
ial and National interests, which have 
been by this means so forcibly illuBtra- 
ted and brought home to the' minds of 
all classes of Her Majesty's subjects will 
now be realized in a" manner that has 
been scarcely possible before. They can 
hardly doubt that the events of the past 
few weeks will have done much to knit 
closer the bonds of union between the 
colonies and the mother country, and to 
this end the presence of the colonittl 
troops will have largely contributed." 

O^T.\^v.^. ,Tuly 20, — A special session 
of thocalinet was held to-night to deal 
with (luestions allecting the government 
the Yukon district, the collection of 
evenue therein and the establish- 
ment of competent authority to enforce 
w and order in the new gold fields. 
The arrangement entered into with, 
the United States treasury department 
by the Minister of Customs was ap- 
provisd. This plan provides for the es- 
tablishment of a customs port and police 
station a^.Lake Tagish, the confluence ia 
British territory of the two principal trails 
eading from the Dyea inlet, the priv- 
ilege having been accorded of a landing 
place at Dyea on Lynn Canal. The addi- 
tional police will consist of a detachment 
f SO men, making with the 20 already 
n a force of 100 men. The ollicera will 
be invested with the powers of jus- 
tices of the i)eace. A new i)0Bt is now 
being constructed at Dawson City. 

The ministers decided to open up cor- 
respondence with Washington for ttio 
purpose of securing the consent of the 
United States government to theutiliza- 
tiou of this way for the transport of 
Dominion forces and supplies through 
the disputed territory between tide 
water and the interior. 

The matter of imposing a royalty upoa 
the output ot the placer mines was left 
over to a final cabinet meeting to^ 
morrow morning. But it was decided 
not to entertain the proposition to en- 
force or endeavor to enforce the alien 
labor law in the Klondyke country. 



P. E. ISLAND ELECTIONS. 

Polling Close, but Two Government Mem- 
bers Successful to Every One 
Opposition, 

C'li.MiLOTTi-yrowN, July 24. — Ttie pro- 
vincial elections were hotly contested, 
and some of the majorities are so close 
that it will not be certainly known until 
declaration day which candidate is re- 
turned. This uncertainty is owing to 
the system of special votes on property 
owned by absentees in certain districts 
being polled in other districts where 
they reside. But it appears certain that 
the Peters government is sustained by .i 
majority of twenty ministerialists to ten 
opposition. Charlottetown, the old Tory 
stronghold, gave the greatest surprise, 
Prowse, Liberal, Ijcing elected by 4,'iS 
miijorily over l'"lako. iiogers, the other 
Liberal candidate, had a mnjijrity ot 180. 

Premier Peters has a majority of over 
200. His colleague, Curmi.iki.'y, has LSO. 
Waiburton, for the l'"irst district of 
Queen's, has MOO majority. I'aniuhar- 
son and Wise have large majorities. One 
member of the government, Rogers, in 
Alberton, is among the doubtful. 

Toronto, July 24. — The Mail says the 
Peters government is probably sustained 
by 21 to 9.

Jameson'^ raid iato the Tranevsal and 
into the ■conduct of allairs of tlie South 
Africa Chartered Company. After a 
number of (lueertions Hon. Phillip James 
■Stanhope, Iladicul member for Burnley, 
moved, amid loud Radical cheers, a reso- 
intion that the House regretted the in- 
iconolneive obaracter of the report of the 
committee, .particularly ita failure to ro- 
commead that specifio atepabe taken with 
Tegard to the admitted complicity of Cecil 

■ {Rhodes, and asking that Mr, Uawteley, 
the attorney of Mr. Bbodes, be ordered 
to attend at the bar of the Houee and to 
produce 'the telegrams which he refused 
to show the committee. Mr. StRnhope, 
who has been described as "arevolu- 

• tionary aristocrat witlio-.it beinca Mira- 
l)eau," Bupported tlie resolution in a 
vigorons speech. Iii speaking to his 

■ motion he attaitked tlie Chartered Com- 
pany, Mr. Ciiiimberlftin and Cecil 
iKhodes, and expressed a desire that the 
latter-should bo deposed from hia mem- 
bership of the privy council. He idso 

. wanted the charter of the company ma- 
'terially modified. 

Mr. Henry habouchere spo.Ue in the 
'Same strain. He said ho thought that 
if Canada should be raided by the Sec- 
retary of State of the United States 
without the assent of the President, 
England would not be satisfied if the 
Secretary of State were treated aa Cecil 
(Rhodes bad been. 

Bit Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of 
the exchequer,, said the government 
would have to° consider whether Mr. 
(Rhodes should remain in the privy 
council. But in dealing with him it 
must take into consideration the ser- 
vices lie had rendered generally. All 
the damaging rumors allegingcoraplicity 
on the part of tlie Colonial OSiue had 
been exploded as fast as they had been 
proluced. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the 
Liberal leader, defended the committee 
and said he thought the report conclu- 
sive on all important points. Ho strongly 
defended Mr. Chamberlain, and de- 
clared that his action at the time the 
raid occurred disproved all insinuations 
of complicity. The charges that the 
committee had plotted to suppress cer- 
tain evidence were worthy only of con- 
tempt. He hoped, he said, he would 
not live to see the day when a majority 
of the House should declare by a vote 
that they did not trust the word of ita 
statesmen. 

Mr. Campbell-Bannerman eupported 
■the committee report. 

Mr. Uhaiiiberhun reminded the oppo- 
sition that it was due to their insistence 
that the committee had been appointed 
and that he himself had been a member 
of it. He had been in a position, he 
said, in which he felt like judge, witness 
and defendant. He thought he degerved 
the sympathy of the Ho'iiBO from 
the fact that during the eighteen 
months of the difTieult South 
African negotiations tie had been 
worried by constant irresponsible 
charges and suapicions, and he was glad 
that he waa able to speak at last as a free 
man. As to the telegrams, he said, he 
had nothing against their publication. 
Whatever they contained waa no evi- 
dence against the Colonial Office.He was 
convinced that, while Cecil Rhodes' 
fault was as great as a politician and 
statesman could commit, there 
was nothing that afTected his 
personal character as a man of hon- 
or. It was said ho had deceived 
others; so did Garibaldi, Cavour and 
other patriots. It was a military neces- 
sity. Mr. Lal)ouchero by bringing out- 
rageous charges against lUiodes, Iteitand. 
Harris, had abuued tlie ))rivilege of par- 
liament. He contended that Mr. 
Rhodes had already been heavily pun- 
ished. The government waa not going 
to prosecute him and deprive him of his 
privy councillorship, which would alien- 
ate his loyalty to South Africa. 

Mr. Cnamberlain added that he was 
glad to be able to state that the position 
of South Africa was better now than ii 
had been at any time since the raid, and 
President Kruger was desirous to meet 
tho government in a proper spirit. He 
believed that the time was not far dis- 
tant when Rhodesia would liave 
self govenunent. iMr. Cliainberlain 
also announc(Hl that the cbarter of 
the company would not bu revoked, but 
that nieaiiB would bo taken to strengthen 
the directorate ku as to secure nioro 
direct Imperial control of Kliodosia. He 
was preparing a scheiiio which he ex- 
liected would bo put in temporary shape 
before parliament met again. 

Mr. Stanhope's motion was lost, by

This tunnel has opened 
up a 20-inch pay streak which is freely 
spotted with gold, an average assay yes- 
terday giving JfoOI in gold and C.8 ounces 
silver.

Four or five preachers, at a preachers' 
meeting, or, rather, after tho mooting 
was over, wore discussing some of tJio 
peculiar pcoplo they had been ibrought 
into contact with during their Tarious 
piustorati's.

Neat Glean Up , of Nine Tbousand 
Dollars for Three Months 
Work. 



" We haveall the money we want and 
don't ask anybody to invest" was the 
remark made yesterday by Mr. J. A. 
Woods, who "for the past four or five years 
has been prospecting and mining on tho 
Skeena river. Mr, Woods was a pas- 
senger f.rriving by the Danube Sunday 
night and is now at the Angel hotel with 
a little wad of about $1,500 in gold taken 
from a claim on Lome creek, a branch 
of the Skeena river. This amount repre 
senta a one-sixth interest in the re- 
sults of three months' hydraulicing on 
tho'company'a claim, which is situated 
about 140 miles above Port Essington at 
the mouth of the Skeena, 

In tho fall of 18'J5 Mr, Woods and bis 
partners took out about $1,000 apiece and 
during last year the previous season's 
clean-up was expended in putting in a 
Hume for the purpose of bringing water 
on to tho workings with the result that 
the ground is now in first-class shape ■for 
being worked, and the $9,000 taken out 
this year as has been stated is the 
product of three months' work. Owing 
howevor to the water in the flume being 
very low during the hoc summer months 
.Mr. Woods has taken advantage of the 
temporarv closine down of the works to 
pay a visit to civiliKatior, 

On landing from tho Danube, the re- 
turned miner presented such a forlorn 
and beggarly appearance that in spile of 
tlie comfortable little "sack" ho had 
with hiui, mine host of the .'\ngel looked 
askance at his now guest, and before he 
would have anything to do with him 
told him to " go and get your face 
washed," an injunction which Woods 
was only too glad of the chance of obey 
ing. * 

"I intend returningN'orthintbecourEe 
of a few weeks," continued Mr. Woods 
"and will take with me some more 
hydraulic machinery, as il am satisfied 
that we have something quite as good as 
I would be likely to strike 
the Klondyke. Of course we are only 
working in a comparatively sinnll way, 
but I am perfectly satisfied and don't 
want any help. I came to town just for 
a holiday and never thought of creating 
half the stir that I np])ear to hav 
made. We are working on an old 
ctiannol of the creek, and the bank 
about ;iOO feet high. All the claims 
along the present course of the stream 
were worked out some time ago, but there 
are still good locations to be had. The 
Booth brothers, Sam and Ed., have a 
claim close to us, and appear to be doing 
well. These latter are well known in 
Victoria, having resided here for years. 

" As regards transportation, we are 
fairly in it, as the steamer Caledonia, 
which makes regular trips up the 
river from Port Essington passes 
our very door, and lauds all our 
goods right on the gaound. But there is 
nothing to warrant any rush, only, I re- 
peat I didn't come to town to get' help 
from anybody — if I want money to make 
improvements I have it." 

Mr. Woods was for many years a resi 
dent of Chilliwac)c, but has followed the 
life of a miner for some time now — with 
what success his $1,500 for three months' 
work will show.

Mayor Kfdfern'd By-Law to Provide 
Cleaa Streets Advanced 
a Stagfe. 



Cliaiii?es in Staff of Fire Depart- 
ment—Unsanitary Shacks 
Must Go. 



Three vacant chairs at the council 
■board last evening left only juet eufli- 
cient representatives to traueact the 
'baeinees on hiand, which, in addition to 
the UBual routine, included several mat- 
ters of great ioiportaneo to the future 
-welfare of Victoria. Chief of these lat- 
ter was the matter of tho by-law intro- 
duced by Ilia Worship looking to tho 
improvement of the streets. Trade with 
the Yukon and tho proper method of 
advertising the city's advantages in this 
connection also receis'ed attention. 
This latter was introduced in a 
commanication from 0. H. Luj;rin 
drawing attention to a pamphlet do- 
voted to the trade on the Yukon, whicli 
publication is accompanied by a new 
map of the localLty, and offering 1,500 
copies for ?150. lleferred to finance 
committee for report. 

V. Kl worthy, the eecretary, wrote 
Statins that the B. C. Board ol Trade 
had decided to print 5,000 copies of the 
last annual report tor free diatributiou 
and asking for the assistance uf the 
council in the form of a subscription of 
$150 towards the coat. This, too, wont 
to the same committee for a report. 

Aid. McGregor expressed the hope 
that the council would see its way to 
take up both propositions, as this city 
should be widely advertised. Across the 
Sound the dealers liad almost been 
cleaned out in outlitting miners for the 
Yukon, and it should be made known 
that the mines are in Canada, and that 
Victoria was the proper place to pur- 
chase sappliea. From 11. B. Ella, sec- 
retary of good road committee, of the 
Wheelmans' Club, came a letter asking 
that Humboldt street be put in good 
repair, aa had been partly promised 
at a recent interview with a com- 
mittee of the council, and asking wliy 
the delay had taken place. The writer 
■will be informed that no funds are avail- 
able at present. 

J. G. Tiarka, with reference to sower- 
age being discharged onto his property 
on Es<|uiranlt road, wrote asking that 
the city abate the nuisance forthwith or 
else purchase the lot. 

Aid. McGregor stated that there was a 
natural water-course across tho land in 
flueation, and to put in a drain would 
cost $200. He moved that the matter be 
referred to the street committee for a 
second report. This was carried. 

UKrORTS, 

The report of the chief engineer of the 
fire denartment was read as follows: 

2Gth July, 1S97. 
Iliti Worship the Mayor and Fire War- 
dens: 

Gentlemk.n: — I have the honor to re- 
port the receipt of resignations from the 
followins; permanent and call firemen: 
M. J. Conhn, asBistantengineer ; Charles 
Bush, engineer No. 1; II. I'etticrew, 
driver No. 4 ; G. Gilbert, call man No. 
2 Co. I would respeclfuily recommend the 
accejiiance of said resignations and tlie 
following changes in tiie lire department 
to fill the vacant positions : 

Senior Foreman H. McDowell to be 
promoted to assistant engineer; second 
engineer G. Lund lo the position of lirst 
engineer ; call man J, Petticrow to the 
position of second engineer ; hoseman D. 
McDonald to the place of driver No, -1; 
■call man W. J. Deasy to the position of 
hoaeman. The positions on the call 
force, through resignationa and promo- 
tions, will, with your permission, be 
filled temporarily, in accordance with 
the rules and regulations. In recom- 
mending'the promotion of the various 
officers and firemen I considered the 
filnesB and length of service of those 
mentioned for the various positions, and 
I trust they will meet with your ap- 
proval. The foreman of water works re- 
jiorts the wilful destruction of hydrants 
in James Bay district. This is a serious 
matter and should receive the attention 
of the police. Thomas Dicasv. 

Chief Kngineer. 

The fire wardens advised that the 
report be accepted and that etena 
be taken to apprehend the culprits who 
have been damaging the hydrants. 

His Worship stated that while all 
would reurct tlie loss of some of the best 
()( the ohi haiula in the department, he 
for one was ghul to find that there were 
men in the service who were competent 
to lill the vacancies, It was the correct 
method oi running tho department and 
any new liands be given the vacancies 
caused by these promotions. The report 
was adopted . 

A report of tlie street committee was 
held over tor a week, owing to the ab- 
sence uf some of its members. 

Current accounts amounting to 
740.33 were read and passed. 

MOTIONH. 

Aid. Stewart moved and Aid. Hall 
seconded a resolution declaring that 
certain cabins and shacks in various 
jiarta of the city were a nuisance and 
had been tleclared uuflunitary and should 
be pulled down. Five days' notice will 
bo given to the owners or agents, at the 
expiration ot wliicli time the work will 
be done by the corporation at the own- 
ers' expense. After a long diecusBion as 
to the mode of publishing this notice, it 
was finally decided to publish it in one 
pajjcr. 

Aid. Partridge moved in amendment, 
that in view of the fact that some of the 
buildings which had originally been con- 
demned were not ineUuled in the present 
list, lliatall tlie buildings should be al- 
lowed to Bt.ind. It was hard enough now 
to piiv taxes and this was not the time to 
add to the burdensof the taxpayers, par- 
ticularly as some of tlio buildings had 
been allowed to etaiid, some, too, that 
were in ciuite as bad a shape as many of 
those now about to hs condemned. Aid. 
VigeliuB seconded the amendment. 

His Worship held that as Aid. Part- 
ridge's Rtnendment, practicaljy struck 
out.tb^' gntlreprevlouBtnptionjjhe could 
not accept it, and tWeforo ruled it out 
of order., , ; ■ . , - '

to Priest Nicolaye; and alleged indiffer- 
ence, incompetence and neglect of the 
police authorities ot V^ictoria, B,C,, on 
the night of J uly 4th, 1807 ; 

And whereas John Braden, M.P.P., 
was unanimously elected cliairmau, and 
Alexander C. Howe, Es<|,, secretary; 

And whereas in an editorial published 
in the Victoria Daily Colonist July 
I5th, 1897, occura the following passage: 
" We learn with regret tliiit persona 
returning from a so-called lecture on 
Sunday diegiaced themselves by stoning 
the Koman Catbniic charch. We had 
not supposed that there were in Tiotorla 
persons eo lost to all Bonse of decency. 
1 1 is surprising thm snob s thing could 
have taken ])lace without the knowledge 
of the police." 

And whereas in a letter, under the 
caption "That Indecent Lecturer,'' over 
the signature " ^M., "written by Perry 
Mills, a member ot the Roman Cattiolic 
church, and published in the Victoria 
Daily Times, July Gtii, lHii7, occurs the 
following passage : 

" Tlie city police, aa usual, though pre- 
sent at the lecture, were not on hand to 
prevent the violation of the rights of 
property." 

And wherena in a special presa dis- 
patch in the "Weekly Mail and Kinpire, 
Toronto, Canada, July S, 181)7," occara 
the following passage: 

" Kutbven, a strong anti-Catholic, lec- 
tured on Sunday and last night on the 
allefted immoralities of the Romish 
priesthood. After the Sunday meeting 
the rowdy element in the audience ston- 
ed St, Andrew's Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral, and hooted and insulted Father 
Nicolaye, the white-haired prieat." 

And whereng in a epccial jjrees dis- 
patch published in the Seattle Post- 
Intel ligencer, Seattle, Wash., U.S.A., 
July 8, 1897, occur the following pae- 
sages : 

Tho fact that the tirade ot tlie 
speaker had inlhienced a portion at 
least of tli<3 audience, was apparent at 
the close of the lecture, for no KuoDer 
had the lioodliun element left the A. O. 
U. W. hall than they liurried to .^t. An- 
drew's lioniaii Catholic cathedral, only 
half a block away, and proceeded to 
bombard it with stones hastily suatched 
from the roadwav, breaking several of 
tho costly stained windows and bringing 
the venerable Father Nicolaye to the 
scene only to be asBailed with a c:horuH 
of vile epithets and threats of perHuual 
violence.

VICTORIA AND THE 

YUKON TRADE. 

■ The basincsa men of Victoria are fully 
alive to their opportunity in the Yukon 
and seem likely to reap a very rich re- 
gard. What is most needed now is the 
■wide distribution of information in re- 
gard to Victoria ag a place to outlit. 
This ia being in part met by the circula- 
tion of a pampliletand map. At least 
10,000 copies of this will be distributed 
by the Canadian Pacific immediately at 
all points in Eastern Canada and the 
United States. This will do much good. 
A special effort is likely to be made in 
Seattle and other Coast cities of the 
United .States to hIiow persons KoinR into 
the Yukon country the advantages of 
outfitting in Victoria. If the simple 
facts of the case are laid before intend- 
ing miners they will come here. 

It is a matter of basiness with them. 
They do not care where they buy goods 
BO long aa they can get what they need 
at a reasonable price, and they can buy 
thera at as reasonable a price here in 
Victoria as anywhere. Then there cornea 
the question of duties. Everything pur 
chased in Victoria will go into the Yukon 
duty free and without any vexatious cus- 
toms delay. At a season of the year 
when time is money to intending miners 
this means a very great deal. 

A report is in circulation that some of 
the Seattle i)eople think they will be able 
to evade the cuUection of the Canadian 
customs. We do not suppose that any 
reasonable people hope to do anything 
of the kind; but so much nonsense has 
recently been printed about the disputed 
boundary that an impression may 
have got abroad to the efTuct that 
there ia some doubt al.iout the right 
of the Canadian government to collect it. 
duties at the summit of the passes. 
While there is very great doubt, indeed, 
as to the right of the United States gov- 
ernment to collect duties on the Coast, 
for the head of I^ynn Canal j)robably 
■will be ultimately determined to be 
British territory, there is not the least 
doubt in the world that once the sum- 
mit of the passes has been reached the 
Canadian government has full and abso- 
lute jurisdiction. 

It may also be worth mentioning that 
there ia no blnfif about the intention of 
the government to collect duties. The 
law will be enforced just aa strictly in 
the passes as anywlieie else in Canadian 
territory. The business of the Yukon is 
open to all the world, but on the same 
terms, and no others, as the business of 
the reat of Canada is open. The laws of 
Canada will be enforced in the whole 
territory precisely as they are enforced 
everywhere else. Upon this point there 
ought to be no mistake whatever.

The year 1882 was a very good one, be- 
ing the only year between l.SGS and 1H02 
when both the exports and imports for 
,•,■/' home consumption exceeded one hun- 
dred millions, the aggregate of foreign 
trade in that year having been if214,78G,- 
ilSO; Tiie griBit inoreaae of trade in the 
^I'^J'year recently ended will bj a. aubjcct of 



very general congratulation. We note 
that the exporta have reached the very 
highest notch in the history of our trade. 
Thia is a very, excellent thing, for it shows 
the existence abroad of an active and 
growing demand for Canadian products. 
We note, however, that the imports for 
home consumption, while in excess of 
what they ■\vere in 1S95 and 1896, are less 
than in any of the other years since 1890. 
It used to be the practice to regard this 
as a very eatiafactory state of tbinca, and 
there is a school of writers who believe 
the prosparityofacountry isto be measur- 
ed by the excess of its exports over im- 
ports. This is no longer considered a 
test of any value whatever. Since 
Confederation Canada haa exported 
goods to the value of $2,760,000,000 in 
round numbers, and imported iti;!,250,- 
000,000 worth, that is, it has apparently 
lost ^500,000,000 on its foreign trade. But 
everyone knows that the country has 
made no such loss. Everyone knows 
that as a general proposition our foreign 
trade is conducted at a profit. All that 
the trade returns given above sho^w is 
the value of the merchandise exported 
from the country and the value of the 
merchandise imported. They do not tell 
what our exports sold for abroad, or 
what our imports sold for at home. 
They give no idea of the profits or losses 
on the several tranaactiona, or of the 
movements of bullion or the transfer- 
ence of credits. At the same time the 
increase of exports is a highly gratifying 
circumstance. 

ON TO KHARTOUM. 

Some months ago after discussing the 
situation on the Nile, we suggested that 
the next movement would have Khar- 
toum, or, more atrictly speaking, Om- 
durman on the opposite bank of the riv- 
er, aa its objective point. The la?t Eng- 
lish papers coniirm this and contain a 
semi-ofliclal notice that a strong force 
will go forward at a very early day, the 
intention being to dispose of the Khalifa 
by a single blow, if possible. Recently 
a British envoy has visited Menelek, 
Negus Negusti of Abyssinia, to give him 
his very august title, and an agreement 
seems to have been arrived ilt wherel)y 
that potentate will, if necessary, smite 
the Khalifa on the rear, while the Anglo- 
Egyptian column presses him in the 
front. The Congo Free State would also 
like to be in at the death, but its ability 
to get a force upon the scene, in time to 
be of any service, is very doubtful, 
especially if Lieut. Dhannis has mot 
with his reported fate, 

AVe believe there is no historic record 
of the permanent conquest of the 
Soudan by any army from without. All 
the great conquerors of antiquity found 
its sands an impasSable barrier. The 
great Napoleon came to grief on its bor- 
ders. Jilehemet Ali was able to extend 
his authority over a portion of it, and 
his successor in the Khedivsbip re- 
tained it for a time ; but aa a general 
proposition it may be asserted that the 
Soudan has been hitherto unconquer- 
able. Will the Anglo-Egyptian expedi- 
tion change the record? Indications are 
all favorable. If it does, the last great 
stronghold of barbarism will have been 
brought under the influence of European 
civilization. 

If the map of Africa be examined, it 
will be seen that Abyssinia fronts on the 
Red Sea and the Gulf of Aden. Imme- 
diately east of the Abyssinian frontier, 
and extending along the gulf nearly to 
Cape Guardefui, is British Somaliland. 
East and south of this is a great region 
I known aa Somaliland, which extends 
! along the coast of the Indian Ocean as 
j far as the Equator. Then for about 
1 three hundred miles south the African 
I Coast is under British control. The 
area having tliia frontage on tlie )cean 
extends in a general westerly du-ection 
into the interior about 1,500 miles and 
northward about 1,700 miles, fronting 
on Somaliland and Abyssinia and reach- 
ing the Red Sea at Suakim. It also takes 
in the northern half of the Victoria Xy- 
ansa, the source of the Nile, and 
abuts on the Congo ]''reo fState. 
North of the latter, the western boun- 
ary of this British territory is formed 
by Kordofan, Darfnr and the little 
known region in the very heart of the 
Dark Continent which the tribes of 
divarfs inhabit. Darfur and Ivordofan 
once acknowledged the aovereignty ol 
iMohemetAli. If they aro again made 
triljutury by reason of tlie Anglo- ICgyj)- 
tian expedition, as is not unlikely, it 
will probably not be to Egypt, but to 
Great Britain that they will acknowl- 
edge subjection. In thia way British 
inlluunce will extend from the Indian 
Ocean to the eastern shore of I^ake 
Tchad, and the recent successes of the 
British East Africa Company ha^e 
opened the way for British control, 
if not fully eatablisbed it, from the 
Atlantic Coast on the Gulf of Guinea, 
to the weatern shore of that lake; so 
that we may anticipate, aa the direct re- 
sult of the next move in the Nile Valley, 
the extension of British influence com- 
pletely across Africa. There will re- 
main then only about six hundred miles 
across the Congo Free State to be ac- 
quired, by treaty or otherwise, to give 
Great Britain control of a strip of coun- 
try the full length of the continent from 
north to south; tliat ia British iniluenco 
ia likely in the coursS of a few years to 
lie upon Africa in the form of a great 
cross, the foot rjSBting on the Cape, the 
upper end ion the Mediterranean, and 
the arraa on the Atlantic, and Indian 
oceana reapectively. ^Thia ia what " On 
to Khartoum !" means. 



W£ print some resolutions that were 
paaaed at a meeting held ^ on Sunday 
night. So far as what tfie Colonist aaid 

goes, we have only to eay that the state- 
ment was made upon what we believed 
to be umiuestionable authority ; and with 
all deference to the meeting that passed 
the resolutions, we do not see how those 
constituting it. could poaaibly tell 
whether or not the atatement made in 
the Colonist was true. It is not likely 
that if any persons would stone the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral they would 
confess to liaving done so. So far as the 
other matters are concerned, we are not 
called upon to say anything. 

Thk Tlmea the other day exprefjsed its 
doubts aa to the navigability of the 

Hootalinqua, and hence aa to the advis- 
ability of the Provincial government do- 
ing anything to open the Stickeen-Teslin 
trail. Last night it printed an Ottawa 
dispatch in which Dr. Dawson is report- 
ed aa aaying that navigation from the 
bead of Teslin lake to the mouth of the 
Yukon by atern-wheel steamers is unin- 
terrupted. We did not observe, how- 
ever, that the Times thought it necessary 
to correct the impression which it sought 
to convey in its previous article. 



Tub Vancouver World does not think 
there is any hurry about the appoint- 
ment of a cabinet minister from British 
Columbia. Is the World waiting until 
Bomoone is made Ciovernor and someone 
else is made Senator, before joining in 
the demand for thia highly necessary 
step ou the part of the Dominion govern- 
ment?

All the accommodation on thelalander 
being taken up the O.l'.N. Company, in 
order to further meet the requirenienia 
of the Yukon trade, have decided to 
send the steamship Danube through to 
Dyea on that veaael'B next Northern 
trip, leaving here on August 1. Car- 
penters were busily engaged yesterday 
proviiling for extra eleeping accommoda- 
tion on tlie Islander. Bunka are l)eing 
erected along the paaeago ways leading 
into the ship's saloon, and wherever else 
they can be conveniently placed in the 
ealoon, making provision lor nearly one 
hundred extra passengers. Altogether 
there are 350 passengers booked lor the 
Islander, a unmber as large as that on 
tne Mexico, which sailed from here late 
on Sunday night. The Mexico was so 
crowded that she could riot spare room 
for more than fifteen paaaeiigers from 
Victoria. Six of these were tourists, 
while the rest were prospectors bouud 
for the ICIondyke from Selkirk and Hol- 
land, Manitolj.i. They outlitteil U\ Vic- 
toria, leaving with K. P. Kithel t<: Co. 
alone some f.)00 for provi.siun;:. 



Fourteen hundred and twenty cases of 
salmon, the first good-sized shipment 
from Northern canneries received so far 
tliia season, arrived on the steauiship 
Danube yesterday morning. The ship- 
ment was landed at the. outer wharf, 
whence it will probably be forwarded by 
sailing ship to the old country. Can- 
nerymen up North are not doing a satis- 
factory business tliia year. Speaking of 
the industry in the report of hia trip, 
Gapt. Myers states : Xho weather hav- 
ing been exceptionally unfavorable, with 
a great deal of rain failiug, is given as 
the reason for the poor catches made. 
Plenty of fish are reported, but on ac- 
count of the heavy rains they are keep- 
ing low down in the water, and there- 
fore it is hard to catch them. On ac- 
count of the lengthy season an average 
pack is expected to be secured on the 
Naas and Skeena rivers, but on 'Bivers 
Inlet the pack will not come to anything 
like an average. At the time of the 
departure of the Danube ' from the 
various canneries the pack secured was:

THE GAME ACT. 



Complaint of Persistent Violation by Snm- 
mer Campers. 

To THE KniTOii:— For the last three 
sessions of the legislature the question 
of protecting the game of the province 
has occu|)ied the attention of our law- 
makers. Prior to the amendment passed 
at the last session, the title was a mis- 
nomer, it would have been better termed 
" Game Destruction Act," but as the act 
now stands, it allorda ample protection 
to the game if unprincipled sportsmen 
and greedy pot liiintera are compelled to 
respect its provisions, if not, it had 
better bo wiped out of existence. The 
act says : — It ia unlawful to shoot groupe 
and pheasants weat of the Cascades until 
the season opens, the 1st of October, and 
east of the (Jascades for blue grouse, the 
lat of .September, whilst willow, milled 
grouse and prairie chicken are not al- 
lowed to he shot until the year ISiili. 
The open season coming in on the Isl of 
October gives the birds what may be 
termed a living chance, if they are left, 
undiaturbed until then, but if the law is 
allowed to be broken, and whole 
broods are slauehtered in the 
months of Aaguat and September 
by ruthless, unscrupnlous hunters, 
whose local knowledge o{ the covey 
roosts is a temptation to break the law 
under the self-preaumed belief that be- 
ing the lirst to lind they should bo the 
lirat to shoot, and thus deprive the true 
sportsman of his chances, who hunts 
only when the law says lie may do bo. 
There ia another class of sportsmen (?) 
wdioni it would bo well to look after. It 
is a well known fact that early in AugiisP 
many favored jilacea for game are visited 
under the guise of " camping out." A 
gun ia the principal camp outlit which 
the gentleman ia hampered with, the 
birds are young and a light charge of 
Hmokelesa powder does not make an 
alarming report. He has grouse for 
breakfast and pheasant for dinner, and 
much exertion ia not required to make 
quite a respectable bae every day, which 
ho secretly sends to his particular friends 
in the city. It ia really delightful to see 
liow he enjoys camping in .'Vugust. Of 
course ho breaks up housekeeping in the 
wooda after he baa successfully com- 
pleted his wanton and unlawful slaughter 
of the young birds. Camping out under 
such circuinatances is jolly, yes, awfully 
jolly sport. It is high time that this 
class of sportsmen should he more cloaely 
looked after; a few wholesome le.oaons 
under the iienalty clauses of the "Ciame 
Protection Act" would teach them that 
they cannot thus practice their period- 
ical poaching and openly break tiio law 
under gentlemanly guisea, which appear 
utterly despicable in the eyes of the true

John H. Eecolme, of the Britiah Yukon 

Company, returned from Skagway Bay 
on Sunday by the steamer City of 
Topoka. Ho reports the White Pass 
open for tratlic. On July IG he made 
the trip over the pass to Tagish lake and 
returned on the following day, thus prov- 
ing the pass to Ifenot only thoroughly 
practicable, but easy beyond comparison 
with any other. 

Mr. Escolme saya that the company's 
engineers are on the ground surveying 
for a railway, on which work will bo be- 
gun next spring. It is of course [jos- 
sible that a steam railway may not 1)3 
necessary. A wagon road will be 
made at once, but if the busi- 
uesa of the Yukon expands aa ia 
expected this will not be anything like 
enough. It is quite possible, however, 
that all the requirements of any amount 
of traffic can be met by an electric tram- 
way. On the larger maps ol the Yukon 
head waters will be found a chain of 
lakes extending from Lake Tagiah very 
nearly to the summit of the White I'ass. 
The British Yukon Company's ex- 
plorers report that this is not a series of 
lakes, but only a single lake, and that 
it comes within a very short distance of 
the summit. There ia one obstruction 
to navigation, and if the engineers report 
that it can bo blown away without inter- 
fering with the navigation of the lakes, 
it will be removed, and this will 
give continuous water communica- 
tion from the White Pass to the 
gold fields. There would then bo 
only a land journey of sixteen miles 
fiom Skagway Bay to tho ^'ukon water 
and this coukl be easily covered by an 
electric road. If it is found desirable to 
make the>I-Iootaiiiiqua the route instead 
of the Lewis river, a tramway could 
readily be built from Tai.'ish J.,ake to 
connect with it. 

Speaking of the route viiv the White 
Pass generally, Mr. ICscolmo said; " It 
is emphatically the door not only of the 
British Yukon, but of Alaska also. The 
route via St. Micliaidacannot be serious 
ly considereil in opposition to one via 
the head of the Yukon. In the first 
place it is so much longer. I'Veight can- 
not be delivered at Circle City via St 
Michaels for less than $i300 i 
ton, but when we get steamers 
on tho Yukon we can send freight 
over the Pass and down the 
river to Circle City for $50 a ton and 
make money at it. (jioing by way of St. 
Michael freight to points in Canada will 
cost more than ifL'OU per ton, while goin 
by way of the Pass it will cost leas than 
ifoO. in the next place we have in the 
White pass one of the easiest po'asible 
ways of getting into the country: The 
Salter trail involves the crossing of the 
Chilcoot paas, itself a very formidable 
undertaking, and then an overland jour 
ney of three hundred miles to reach the 
river. The Chilcat pass ia more difficult 
than the White paaa and tho land jour^ 
ney is much longer. It might bo possible 
at very great expense to cut through tho 
Chilcoot pass, but even then the land 
route would be much longer than 
ours. The route via the Stickeen involvea 
a river journey of 150 miles and a land 
journey of equal length, and the river is 
only navigable lor a portion of the year. 
The White Pass route starts from ocean 
navigation the year round, and the trail 
will be more readily passable in winter 
than in summer, but will be good at any 
time." 

Concerning the establishment of 
Custom house ut Dyea he said that he 
could not anderstand why Dyea should 
have been selected instead of Skagway 
Bay. No one wants to go to Dyea now 
that the White Pass has been opened 
and a good wharf has been built at 
Skagway. He did not anticipate any 
trouble over the matter, but thought it 
rather absurd for Canadian influence to 
igncu'e a point that was being developed 
by Britiah capital, and by far the best 
point on the Coast, in favor of one con- 
trolled by an American transportation 
com|)aTiy. 

Asked if the British Yukon Cominny 
was in the lield to stay, ^fr. Isscoliiii 
saiil that it was Jand that it regard- 
ed its franchises as being worth a great 
deal of money . The company is regis- 
tered both in Canada and the I'nited 
.States. It desires to do business from 
Victoria as S headquarters, and will do 
so, if it is not forced in sell-protection to 
transfer its interests to Seattle. 

Mr. Kacolim is very enthusiastic over 
the prospects of British Columbia and 
tho Yukon, from a gold mining 
point of view. He has sent high- 
ly favorable reports to his co-directors. 

.Several packers have large numbers of 
horses on Skagway Bay, and they will 
be able to deal with a considerable traf- 
lic. These men have undertaken not to 
exceed a charge of 15 cents perpouiul for 
[lacking, and will try and put goods 
through at 12 cents, but owing to the 
enornious rush it will be difficult to con- 
trol these charges.

A SMOKESTACK- PROBLEM. 



JIany Schemm That Tailed Before tlio 
Ulgh Chimney AVas Fainted. 

At tho cement works on the west 
Bhore of Hempstead harbor thoro is a 
smokcsttick 123 feet high lui feet in 
diamotor which has long ne - - jjaint- 
ing. Tho manager thought the ' .id 
come to di.spo.so of tho job. Two of the 
foremen, tlio sliovel cr and a 

young cariiciitcr set their wits to work 
to contrive a way of getting a rope up 
throngli the pi|ia'S interiop and down on 
tho outside bo that an apparatus could 
bo rigged to hoi.st the painter. 

Ono of the Italians suggested letting 
a pjgeou looso to fly up inside of tlie 
stack, but tills solved only half the prob- 
lem. Anotlier workniau suggested 11 
small balloon. The flrat ono to formu- 
late what Beemed a feiaBible plan was the 
head foreman, who fastened 10 feet of 
small brass chain to a rocket, and to 
tliat a cord, and then sent them skylark- 
ing through the pipe. As a spectacle it 
was fine, but the heat; &om the powder 
burned ofT tho chain, and the string 
w:is loft at its starting point. Tlion the 
younger foreman tried. He had made a 
kite luiving two strings, ono of which 
went tlirough a, pulley attached near tlio 
kite, wliich had a small iron weight 
fiisteiied to its upper end, the intention 
being to fly tho kite uutil it was direct- 
ly over tho smokestack, and then lower 
the weiglit down into tlie interior. 

TIm^ kite worked Ijpuutifully until it 
was time for it to be useful, when it 
turned a 'jomersanlt, tangling itself in 
the pulley tackle, and the whole thing 
came to grief. Then the carpenter began 
to talk. He, too, remcmbei-ed boyish 
pastitnes and believed they could be 
turned to nec'ouiit. His idea was to as- 
cend the cable tower, 90 feet distant 
and l.'iO feet liigh. ;ind from this posi- 
tion throw into the smokestack aweight 
tied to a string. The wind was blowing 
a gale, but this did not di.seourago the 
man, and lie, witli the two foremen, as- 
cended tlio tower for porfomiauceNo. 8. 

To throw, a two potind weight fasten- 
ed to !i string was no easy matter, and 
it was exceedingly diilicult to keep a 
footlioldoii the tower. After three trials, 
however, llie weight fell as planned, 
save that tlio siring broke. Later the 
carpenter tried .'igaiu, eostiug the weight 
four times before it entered the stack. 

\\'\wn tho rigging to hoist tho painter 
was in order, there wiis a call for vol- 
nnleers, but only one man responded. 
Ilii was tlit^ shovel eugiueor. Will Sny- 
der, from Cliicago. He has had an ex- 
perience in work in high places, for 
whenever the steel cable, 140 feet ahovo 
tho ground, needs taniug Snyder gets a 
paint pot, swings liimself astride the 
framework of tlio traveler and paints 
the cable as tho traveler goes back and 
fortli oil its regular busiuo.ss. 

.Several of tlic men employed at the 
cement works .seem to be horn acrobats, 
and they work far up in tlio air us easily 
us on tlie ground, so that ^vhon repairs 
are needed on tho towers or cables 
aud cool, level headed men must bo had 
there has never been any necessity to go 
outside of the regular force. — ^New York 
Sun.

A Iloyal Sport Tliat Appeals to Both 
llunterit nnd Flsliorii. 

A writer for Outing tells about the 
sport of striking tarpon. 

"For this," ho says, "ono u.ses 
barbed iron called 'grains' or a short, ,' 
light .' harpoon known as a 'lily'iiKxni* 
either'of which is temporarily attaclied 
to u light pino pole, tlio striking polo, 
and is eiust as a spear might be. 

"Tlio grains is a double pronged 
wrought iron instrument, tlio prongs usa- 
ally not more than 3 or 4 inches in 
length, and from threo-sixtoeuths to 
threes-eighths of an inch' thiofc.-: Strong 
barbs are sprung an inch from the doli- 
fafely slnirp, hardened points, liaviug ii 
sprciul of three-eighths of an inch and 
iihout 1 inches spacei between the two. 
Tho prongs are cut so that the points, 
while nxtoudiug inward, are raised from 
opposing sides. This gives tho greatest 
holding power. Tho grains has also 11 
tapered socket for the striking pole. Tlio 
lily iron is a far heavier instrument, 
and, unlike tho grains, is capable of 
killing at a blow. The upper sides of 
tho barbs are left broad and flat,' ena- 
bling them to withstand a strain of sev- 
eral Inindred pound."?. A heavier and 
sliarjier wenjion is n.^ed to strike sword- 
fish or porpoises, ns the former lire 
dangerous creatures, unless liit mortally. 
Tlicii there areuecessiiry 300 or 400 feet 
of soft 'striking line,' three-sixteenths 
of iin inch in diameter, and one of the 
ordinary fishing boats of the Floirida 
eoust and a guide. 

"On approaching tho tarpon run the 
sails and mast are stowed, and tho guide 
uses a pole in the shoUoTOWttter, and 
sculls in tho channel. A'flslTlMsiii^ seen, 
the striker indiciites its direction, and, 
standing in the bow with widely spread 
legs, leaning well back, with poised 
spear, tln^ man waits till he is within 20 
feet, unless ho is nnnsnally powerful, 
then liurls the weapon, which shoots 
with a hiss into the water. 

"Tho fish is any\vhero from two to 
three fo<'t beneath the surface of tho wa- 
ter, elninging it.s po.sitiou constantly, 
and, beeuusQ of tho refraction, seeming- 
ly anywhere but where it really ia A 
Buecessfnl throw buries tho points in the 
flesli, nnd tlie pole comes looso aud floats 
to tho surface, to bo picked up v/hen the 
tarpon makes its first rush. It is best to 
let the tarjiou go without trying to stop 
it on tlio first rush, qs. the barbs may 
fall out. When tlio rush is over, the 
boat is mn toward theflsh. Tlien otxtdC 
tli(! water it goes, not with the grace 
and hi'ad shaking of a hooked tarpon, 
hut with a rn.sh aud surge. Thou it lows 
tiie boat, if tho fish is a 100 or 150 
pounder, at a rapid rate. Sometimes the 
flsh sulks and leaps, darting at tho boat 
to .si ra])o tlio grains out of its flosh. It 
takes about linlf as long to kill a tari)on 
with a spear as with 11 hook, but it is a 
fiercer fight while it lasts. "

RDTHVEN DISCHARGED. 

Charge of Publishing Obscene Literature 
Dismissed by the Police 
Magistrate. 

The charge against Victor Michael 
Rnthven, for selling obscene literatura, 
waa dismiased by the police magistrate 
yesterday. The last two witnesses ex- 
amined for the prosecution were E, J. 
Blaquiere and K. M. Johnson. Mr. Bla- 
quiere stated he had bought the pamph- 
let " Grimes of Romish Priests" from 
Ruthven, nnd-had askisd for the "Eye- 
Opener,^' which,'howeveir, the'defehdant 
said he did not theU'hav^y but would get 
in a few days. /WitheaBfin^croBS-exam- 
ination stated he waii a Romau.Oiitholic, 
but had told defendant he waa a Presby- 
terian for fear that defendant would not 
sell his books to a lloman Catholic. E. 
M. Johnson's evidence was chiefly as to 
his opinion of the pamphlet " Crimes of 
Roniish Priests," whicii he deacribod as 
a scandalous, scurriloii.s publication, 
which should not be admitted into any 
one's family. Weak-minded men might 
be led astray by reading it. 

Thia closed the evidence, tho defence 
not calling any witnesses. 

Mr. Hunter for the prosecution spoke 
very briefly, saying that under no possi- 
ble theory "could the publication of cer- 
tain passages iu tlie pamphlet be justi- 
fied. It tlie magistrate considered that 
there was sufficient evidence to send de- 
fendant up for trial, the question as to 
the obscenity of the book was one of law 
to be decided at the trial. 

Mr. Archer Martin for the defence 
made a speech occupying soma two hours, 
bis chief contention being that however 
scurrilous and scandalous the publica- 
tion might be it was not obscene, The 
prosecution was vexatious and annoying 
not for tho purpose of protecting tho 
public morals, but because the publica- 
tions complained of wore an attack on 
the Roman Catholic religion. The 
only test for obscenity was 
ho eaid to compare the book complained 
of with standard works. Tlie pamphlet 
"Crimea of Komish Priests" was, he 
said, a skilful mixture of a mere recital 
of crimes with slapa at the Roman 
Catholic church. Jeering and leering at 
religion was in execrable taste, but not 
obscene. Mr. Martin had a lone array 
of standard works in front of him, in- 
cluding " Hallam," "The Decamoran," 
" Arabian Nights," "Gulliver's Travels," 
" Newgate Oallender," " Sterne," " Ra- 
belais," "Shakespeare," and others, 
from which he quoted voluminonaly 
passages, which he compared with those 
in the pamphlet complained of. 
Touching on the evidence in 
concliiaion, he aaid that it was out- 
rageous that on the night when the 
books were seized the warrant for the 
arrest of Ruthven should have been in 
tlio possession of the counsel for the pro- 
secution, Mr. Mills, and that he had 
power to withhold it till next morning. 

Magistrate Macrae gave his decision 
very briefly, stating that he was of the 
opinion that he should not aend the ac- 
cused up for trial, and therefore dis- 
miased the information and discharged 
the accused. 

Messrs. Geo. Powell and S. I). SchiiUz, 
acting for Ruthven, have made applica- 
tion to Judge Harrison for a statement 
of the case in connection with the pro- 
ceedings of a week ago, for the purpose 
of moving the Supreme court to set aside 
the binding over of Ruthven to keep the 
peace, and also to quash the order for the 
committal of Rnthven on the charge of 
criminal libel.

not been satisfied with our valuations, 

" Upon the good results obtained from 
the ore taken out in the course of drift- 
ing on the two levels and treated by the 
small stamp mill the construction of our 
present mill was undertaken, and upon 
its comi)letion we attacked the blocked- 
out ground by sloping ore from the lower 
level along its full length, carryiDK this 
work npward as we mined out this ore. 
Much to oar disappointment we encoun- 
tered a change in the character of the 
unseen portion when we bad risen a 
abort distance. It became poorer in 
grade and wo were forced to mill ore 
much ini.iced with vein matter. We con- 
stantly expected this to chiintieaud were 
governed by thia hope in continuing 
mining in thia portion of onr ground.

The auditors' report at 
the Jlay meeting shows $K,071.St) net 
earnings of the property disregarding 
this tunnel or development work which 
ia not properly chargeable, 

" Our milling plant was provided with 
excess of power and otherwise increased 
in size beyond onr original plan, with a 
view of making an increase in stamping 
capacity possible without constructing 
an entirely new mill, believing otlier 
inini!B in our vicinity could furnish ore 
ahoiilcl weilesire to mill their ore. For 
this reason our plant has coat more than 
originally intended, 

" As our returns in the few months of 
niilliiiir have not been suflicient to jiay 
off our indebtedness, the main sliare- 
liolders placed the control of the stock 
at I hi! bank as a pledge to secure tlie 
running account of the company. 'Xhia 
arrangement allowed the company sis 
montliB for jiart of tho obligation and 
one year for the remainder, and was 
niutiially satiafactory at the time. 

•' In ilay the president of the com- 
pany became seriously ill -with typhoid 
fever and when not expected to live tho 
bank asked if the company would fill up 
its board of trusteea, there being two 
vacancies. Two ahareholdere owning a 
considerable number of share were 
agreed upon as satiafactory, but two 
others, connected with tho bank, were 
suddenly substituted, and now having 
three representatives, constituting a 
majority, the board was convened the 
same day as their appointment and, dis- 
regarding the written contract agree- 
ment pertaining to tho running account, 
uiuiertook to make tho company's in- 
debtedness presaing by substitution of 
demand company notes, The company's 
secretary declined to endorse such action 
plainly designed to cripple the company, 
and resigned aa a protest, I then re- 
signed the vice-presidency. 

•' The position of the trustees at pres- 
ent is that they arc running the affairs.
